This  comprehensive  volume  by  the 
outstanding  American  photog- 
rapher Jerome  Liebling  contains 
ninety*-3?f  black-and-white  photo- 
graphs covering  the  major  periods 
of  his  work  to  date.  Many  of  them 
previously  unpublished,  the  pho- 
tographs range  from  Liebling's  ear- 
ly work  starting  in  1947  with  the 
Photo  League  through  his  well- 
known  series,  including  The  Politi- 
cians, Spain,  England,  The  South 
Bron?c,  and  his  recent  The  Handball 
Players.  In  essays  accompanying 
the  photographs,  Alan  Trachten- 
berg,  professor  of  American  Studies 
at  Yale  University  who  has  written 
extensively  on  photography,  and 
Anne  Halley,  poet  and  critic,  dis- 
cuss Liebling  as  a  major  visual  in- 
terpreter of  contemporary  Ameri- 
can life. 

In  his  essay,  Trachtenberg  de- 
scribes Liebling's  work:  "For  Lieb- 
ling, as  for  every  major  figure  in 
photography,  pictorial  power 
arises  from  the  desire  to  be  with  the 
world,  not  merely  to  record  but  to 
register  the  fact  of  one's  own  pres- 
ence, to  project  one's  self  in  the  act 
of  capturing  a  scene.  The  docu- 
mentary impulse,  the  civydesire, 
cannot  be  rent  from  the  desire  to 
possess,  to  make  over  into  a  per- 
sonal vision.  Thus  Liebling's  pic- 
tures skirt  a  very  fine  line,  between 
taking  the  world  on  its  own  terms, 
as  data  and  information,  and  re- 
shaping it  as  new  and  intimate 
experience." 

Estelle  Jussim  has  said  of  Liebling  's 
work:  "He  has  pushed  still  photog- 
raphy to  its  absolute  limits  as  a 
message  system,  he  has  wrenched 


from  paper  images  the  utmost 
which  they,  as  a  visual  communica- 
tion medium,  can  deliver  A  pho- 
tographer of  considerable  formal 
means,  with  superb  ability  to  make 
us  feel,  whose  conscience  offers  a 
gripping  testament  of  faith  in 
humanity." 

Well  known  for  his  accomplish- 
ments as  a  photographer,  Liebling 
has  also  been  a  filmmaker,  teacher, 
lecturer,  and  editor  for  over  thirty 
years.  His  work  has  been  exhibited 
in  major  museums  and  galleries 
and  is  in  numerous  public  and  pri- 
vate collections.  In  1977  the  Friends 
of  Photography  published  Mono- 
graph 15,  devoted  to  his  work.  He 
edited  the  Massachusetts  Review 
Photography  Issue  (1978),  which 
was  distributed  by  Light  Impres- 
sions as  Photography:  Current  Per- 
spectives (1979).  The  recipient  of 
two  Guggenheim  Fellowships  in 
photography,  Liebling  teaches  at 
Hampshire  College.

Published  at  a  time  when  fiscal 
crisis  is  forcing  state  and  national 
reexamination  of  social  services 
policy,  The  Circle  Game  provides 
an  in-depth  study  of  contemporary 
organizational  change  and  the  in- 
tensification of  overlapping  re- 
sponsibilities between  different 
Massachusetts  human  service 
agencies.  Although  the  book's  fo- 
cus is  on  welfare  services,  it  also 
discusses  changes  in  mental 
health,  youth,  and  elderly  services 
during  the  years  reviewed.  This  ex- 
amination of  social  services  policy 
in  Massachusetts  is  relevant  to  the 
experiences  of  other  states  as  well. 
Offering  an  overview  of  the  compli- 
cated continuities  and  changes  in 
public  programs  during  the  critical 
years  from  1966  - 1978,  the  author 
makes  extensive  use  of  graphic 
interviews  to  explore  how  human 
service  bureaucracies  have  some- 
times triumphed  and  often  blun- 
dered in  their  efforts  to  care  for  the 
needs  of  Massachusetts  citizens. 
Although  sharply  critical  of  the 
present  system,  she  remains  hope- 
ful that  public  responsibility  for 
providing  services  can  still  be  met. 
She  believes  that  people  have  a 
right  to  receive  care  when  they 
need  it,  that  something  can  be 
done  to  relieve  suffering  even  if  its 
root  causes  cannot  be  changed, 
and  that  an  awareness  of  what  has 
happened  and  how  it  has  been  per- 
ceived may  be  of  help  to  activists  in 
combating  public  hardship.  Her 
on-going  debate  with  those  con- 
servative critics  who  in  frustration 
would  give  up  on  the  potential  of 
any  program  's  providing  caring

This  book  traces  the  author's  fifty- 
year  excursion  in  the  sociological 
enterprise  from  the  1930s  when  so- 
ciology's academic  status  was 
problematic,  through  the  great 
boom  of  the  postwar  decades,  to 
the  field's  alleged  decline  today. 
One  of  the  most  respected  scholars 
in  his  field,  Charles  H.  Page  taught 
sociology  at  the  City  College  of  New 
York,  Smith  College,  Columbia  Uni- 
versity, Princeton  University,  the 
University  of  California,  Santa  Cruz, 
and  the  University  of  Massachu- 
setts. The  author  records  his  ad- 
ventures and  misadventures  in 
these  contrasting  schools,  as  well 
as  his  experiences  as  editor  of  the 
American  Sociological  Review  and 
as  sociology  editor  for  Doubleday 
and  Random  House. 
Page  presents  "inside  stories'' 
about  many  prominent  American 
sociologists,  including  his  Colum- 
bia mentors  Robert  Lynd,  Robert 
Maclver,  and  Willard  Waller;  his 
former  students  Daniel  Bell, 
Morroe  Berger,  Renee  Fox,  Nathan 
Glazer,  Alvin  Gouldner,  Paul  Hol- 
lander, S.  M.  Upset,  David  Matza, 
and  Philip  Selznick;  and  his  former 
colleagues  Marvin  Bressler,  Ely 
Chinoy,  N.  J.  Demerath,  Lewis  Kil- 
lian,  Marion  J.  Levy,  Wilbert  Moore, 
Peter  Rossi,  Hans  Speier,  Melvin 
Tumin,  Charles  Westoff,  and 
William  Julius  Wilson.  He  also  pro- 
vides commentary  on  the  "red  dec- 
ade'' of  the  1930s,  McCarthyism  in 
the  1950s,  the  counterculture  of  the 
1960s  and  '70s,  and  the  recent  rise 
of  conservatism,  and  discusses  the 
interconnections  between  these 
social  trends  and  academic  sociol- 


ogy. Other  themes  include  "scien- 
tific'' and  "humanistic"  sociology, 
the  influence  of  diverse  academic 
settings,  the  "production''  of  doc- 
torate degrees,  sociology  and  sport, 
sociology  and  publishing,  and 
books  and  "nonbooks"  in  the  aca- 
demic marketplace.

The  power  of  Marx  's  class  theory 
lies  in  his  insights — based  on  a  syn- 
thesis of  philosophy,  critique,  and 
science — into  the  unique  logic  of 
modern  stratification.  Building  on 
Hegel  's  philosophy  of  the  modern 
state,  Marx  discovered  the  proletar- 
iat to  be  the  problem  and  solution 
to  the  contradictions  and  injus- 
tices of  modern  civil  society.  His 
brilliant  analysis  of  the  crisis  tend- 
encies of  the  capitalist  mode  of  pro- 
duction seemed  to  provide  a  firm 
basis  for  the  revolutionary  claims  of 
the  class  theory,  and  for  the  work- 
ers'  movement  in  the  West. 
In  an  impressive  critique  of  Marx- 
ian class  theory,  Jean  Cohen  con- 
tends that  Marx's  most  fateful  error 
was  the  equation  of  the  institutions 
of  modem  civil  society  with  the 
class  relations  of  the  capitalist 
mode  of  production.  The  inability 
of  neo-Marxism  to  account  for  the 
stratification,  structure,  or  social 
movements  of  contemporary  capi- 
talist societies  can  be  traced  back  to 
this  original,  and  inherited,  prob- 
lematique.  Reviewing  subsequent 
arguments,  Cohen  considers  four 
basic  types  of  neo-Marxian  theory: 
theories  seeking  a  revolutionary 
subject  other  than  a  class,  "new 
working-class  theories,''  structural- 
ist Marxist  class  analysis,  and  theo- 
ries of  the  "new  intellectual  class.'' 
She  then  addresses  recent  post- 
Marxist  approaches  to  class  analy- 
sis. Among  the  writers  considered 
are  Habermas,  Marcuse,  Offe,  Pou- 
lantzas,  Touraine,  and  E.  O.  Wright. 
Analyzing  the  limits  of  Marxism, 
Cohen  nevertheless  maintains  that 
a  post-Marxist  critical  theory  of  so- 
ciety cannot  simply  by-pass  Marx. 


The  problems  that  Marx  con- 
fronted and  the  dilemmas  facing 
critical  social  theory  that  he  could 
not  solve  are  still  with  us.  By  no 
means  limited  to  Marxology,  the 
theoretical  issues  Cohen  addresses 
are  central  to  all  social  theory  that 
is  not  mere  apology. 
Jean  Cohen  has  published  in  Telos, 
Dissent,  and  Social  Research.  She 
teaches  social  science  at  Benning- 
ton College.

Written  by  a  sociologist  with  an  ex- 
ceptionally wide-ranging  knowl- 
edge of  art  history  and  styles,  this 
major  contribution  to  the  sociology 
of  art  studies  the  subtle  and  com- 
plex ways  that  artistic  expressions 
reflect  the  societies  in  which  they 
are  created.  Using  examples  from 
literature  and  the  visual  and  per- 
forming arts,  Manfredi  discusses 
such  topics  as  "Art,  Culture,  and 
Professionalism";  "Art  as  a  Socially 
Constrained  Pursuit ";  "Technique, 
Abstraction ';  "The  Playing  Out  of 
Artistic  Style";  "The  Professional- 
ization  of  Art";  and  "Critics,  Mer- 
chants, Impresarios,  and  Consum- 
ers." Contemporary  trends  in  the 
sociology  of  art  emphasize  the  role 
of  organization  and  social  struc- 
ture in  understanding  artistic  ex- 
pression. Manfredi  argues  that 
such  studies  need  to  be  comple- 
mented by  an  analysis  of  the  cul- 
ture and  he  defends  his  argument 
by  considering  such  classic  works 
as  Nietzsche's  The  Birth  of  Tragedy, 
the  writings  of  P.  A.  Sorokin  on  art 
and  the  cultural  system,  F.  S.  C. 
Northrop  s  The  Meeting  of  East  and 
West,  and  Alfred  L.  Kroeber's  Con- 
figurations of  Cultural  Growth. 
Among  the  many  artistic  topics  il- 
luminated by  such  a  range  of  dis- 
cussion are  how  cultural  forms  of 
motion,  position,  and  space  distri- 
bution affect  the  work  of  the  artist; 
the  design  of  Japanese  houses  as 
caused  by  the  density  of  Japan  's 
urban  population;  the  interesting 
historical  fact  that  it  was  not  until 
the  twentieth  century  that  folk  and 
"primitive"  art  strongly  influenced

the  work  of  major  Western  artists; 
and  the  increased  Renaissance  em- 
phasis on  painting  the  individual 
figure  following  its  deprecation  in 
medieval  ideology.

Located  in  the  northern  peninsula 
of  the  island  of  Sri  Lanka  (Ceylon), 
Jaffna  is  inhabited  almost  exclu- 
sively by  Tamil-speaking  Hindus 
who  live  in  uneasy  proximity  to 
both  the  multitudinous  Tamils  in 
southern  India  and  the  Buddhist 
Sinhalese.  Based  on  a  study  of  as- 
trology in  Jaffna,  the  book  uses  the 
dramatistic  perspective  of  Kenneth 
Burke  to  unify  the  approaches  of 
the  interactionists  and  the  struc- 
turalists. This  yields  a  structuralist 
reading  of  the  theories  of  the  self 
proposed  by  William  James, 

G.  H.  Mead,  C.  H.  Cooley,  and 

H.  S.  Sullivan,  an  interactionist 
reading  of  the  significance  of  myths 
in  everyday  life,  and  a  demonstra- 
tion of  the  correlation  between 
theories  of  language  and  concepts 
of  selfhood.  Astrology  is  shown  to 
be  a  language  that  is  used  to  con- 
struct texts  that  resemble  the 
myths  of  the  society.  These  texts 
and  the  myths  of  the  society  are 
shown  to  have  a  continuity  of 
structure  between  themselves  as 


well  as  with  the  self,  family,  and  so- 
ciety in  Jaffna. 

Such  a  continuity  seems  to  be 
maintained  by  the  systematic  use 
of  key  terms  like  Karma  (action, 
cause,  fate),  Kalam  (time,  period), 
Varna  (hierarchy),  and  Atman 
(soul).  These  are  terms  in  Burke's 
sense  of  the  word  and  they  are  em- 
bedded in  structures  in  the  linguis- 
tic sense;  they  are  assembled  and 
articulated  as  symbols  in  Mead's 
sense  and  they  are  used  to  arrange 
and  order  acts,  selves,  and  society 
in  Jaffna.  Religion,  astrology,  self, 
and  society  are  shown  to  be  con- 
nected through  the  operation  of 
key  terms,  implicit  structures,  and 
shared  symbolism,  all  of  which 
convert  the  world  into  a  field  of 
action — indeed  a  theater. 
"I  think  the  book  would  be  wel- 
comed by  South  Asian  scholars 
since  there  is  no  detailed  social  sci- 
ence study  of  this  important  topic 
yet  published  for  South  Asia  as  far 
as  I  know.  Perinbanayagam  has 
some  added  strengths  since  he 
shows  that  basically  South  Asian 
astrology  is  very  much  like  the  Eu- 
ropean one  The  whole  subject  is 

treated  from  a  hermeneutical  and 
symbolic  interactionist  point  of 
view  and  this  will  have  some  appeal 
to  a  larger  class  of  sociologists''

' '  Let  us  assume  that  time  is  a  symp- 
tom or  correlate  of  the  structural 
and  functional  complexity  of  mat- 
ter. It  is  a  generally  accepted  hy- 
pothesis of  modern  science  that 
the  dynamics  of  the  universe  is  one 
of  inorganic  and  organic  evolution. 
It  would  follow  that  time  itself  has 
evolved  with  the  increasing  com- 
plexification  of  natural  systems. 
"It  is  easy  to  demonstrate  that  the 
concept  of  time  has  undergone 
many  historical  changes,  but  this  is 
not  the  claim.  The  proposition  is 
that  time  had  its  genesis  in  the  ear- 
ly universe,  has  been  evolving,  and 
remains  developmental!/ 
open-ended. 

"The  notion  of  time  as  having  a  nat- 
ural history  is  difficult  to  assimilate 
to  received  teachings  or  even  ex- 
press in  noncontradictory  state- 
ments. Yet,  detailed  inquiry  carried 
out  in  this  monograph  reveals  that 
the  evolutionary  character  of  time 
is  already  implicit  in  the  ways  time 
enters  natural  science  in  general 
and  physical  science  in  particular" 
— from  the  introductory  remarks. 
"The  history  of  science  demon- 
strates that  succeeding  theories 
tend  to  cover  increasingly  larger 
fields  of  experience  and,  by  so  do- 
ing, reveal  coherence  among  find- 
ings that  earlier  did  not  seem  to 
have  related  one  to  another  in  any 
fundamental  way.

Nearing  the  end  of  a  fruitful  career 
as  an  American  woman  of  letters, 
Lydia  Maria  Child  wrote  to  the  son 
of  William  Lloyd  Garrison,  her  long- 
time colleague  in  the  antislavery 
cause.  "My  radicalism  grows  more 
pronounced,  the  older  I  grow,"  she 
said. 

Child's  career  had  begun  in  Boston 
at  the  age  of  twenty- two,  when  she 
published  a  novel  about  a  romance 
between  a  white  woman  and  a  Pe- 
quod  Indian,  Hobomok  (1824).  Fol- 
lowing marriage  to  lawyer  David 
Lee  Child,  she  went  on  to  write 
books  on  household  management, 
child  care,  and  women  in  history, 
and  published  an  educational 
magazine  for  children.  Her  popu- 
larity declined  abruptly  when,  at 
the  age  of  thirty-one,  she  declared 
her  support  of  Garrison  's  radical 
antislavery  campaign  and  pub- 
lished the  fact-filled  treatise,  An 
Appeal  in  Favor  of  That  Class  of 
Americans  Called  Africans  (1833). 
She  became  a  journalist  in  New 
York  City  in  the  1840s  and  then  re- 
turned to  Massachusetts  to  con- 
tinue writing  on  the  social  and  po- 
litical concerns  of  her  time,  always 
from  a  progressive  point  of  view. 
This  volume  contains  over  four 
hundred  letters  both  formal  and  in- 
timate. Spanning  the  years  1817  to 
1880,  they  reflect  Child's  range  of 
concerns,  from  the  aims  of  aboli- 
tion to  the  factions  within  the 
movement,  from  marriage  and 
prostitution  to  the  relations  of 
labor  and  capital,  from  traditional 
Christianity  to  spiritualism  and 
free  thought.  Letters  to  close 
friends  detail  the  strains  on  her 
marriage  imposed  by  the  couple's

The  book  has  a  chronology,  a  bibli- 
ography of  Child's  works,  an  index, 
and  an  account  of  the  collection 
and  editing  procedures.  Historical 
and  biographical  background  is 
provided  in  chapter  introductions 
and  headnotes.  Footnotes  describe 
people,  books,  events,  and  issues 
mentioned  in  the  letters. 
Milton  Meltzer,  adjunct  professor 
during  this  project  in  the  W.  E.  B. 
Du  Bois  Department  of  Afro-Ameri- 
can Studies  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  Amherst,  is  the  au- 
thor of  some  forty  works  of  history 
and  biography,  four  of  which  were 
nominated  for  the  National  Book 
Award.  Patricia  G.  Holland,  with  a 
background  in  American  literature 
and  history,  directs  a  project  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  Am- 
herst, to  locate  and  publish  the  pa- 
pers of  Elizabeth  Cady  Stanton  and 
Susan  B.  Anthony.

This  ambitious  new  interpretation 
of  American  classical  philosophy

C.  S.  Peirce,  William  James,  John 
Dewey,  and  George  Santayana. 
Applying  the  insights  of  twentieth- 
century  vitalism  and  existentialism 
to  American  inquiries  into  the 
meaning  of  life,  Weinstein  traces  a 
movement  in  American  thought 
from  idealism  through  vitalism  to 
naturalism.  He  shows  that  the  dy- 
namic of  American  classical  philos- 
ophy is  structured  by  a  coherent 
universe  of  discourse  in  which 
each  of  the  great  American  philoso- 
phers participates  by  offering  a  de- 
fense of  moral  commitment  to  the 
enhancement  of  community.  The 
book's  thesis  is  that  the  philoso- 
phers discussed  responded  to 
Friedrich  Nietzsche's  "death  of 
God''  decree  by  reworking  the  puri- 
tan belief  that  individual  life  be  de- 
voted to  a  moral  quest.  In  their  ef- 
forts to  infuse  life  with  meaning 
through  moral  conduct,  these  phi- 
losophers left  a  dual  legacy  of  self- 
deliverance  to  a  collectivist  ideal  of 
society  and  of  a  "sound  individual- 
ism'' based  on  tolerance  of  life  in  its 
fullness.  Weinstein  stresses  the  im- 


portance of  the  individualist  strand 
in  these  writers  as  an  antidote  to 
contemporary  mass  movements 
and  as  a  basis  for  a  revitalization  of 
American  life-philosophy.
